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PREFACE 


The past six months saw no abatement in the 
Communist peace offensive geared primarily to raising 
nationwide appeals for a truce in Korea; recall of American 
troops from abroad; a meeting between President Eisenhower 
and Soviet Premier Malenkov; a five-power peace pact; 
resumption of trade with Iron Curtain countries. The 
American people were called upon repeatedly to bombard 
the White House with these demands and many more. (Ec) 


On the domestic front, special attention was 
focused on: (a) urging repeal of the Smith Act, Taft-Hartley 
Law, Internal Security Act of 1950, Me Carr an-Walter Act 
and other "repressive" legislation; (b) enlisting aid for 
so-called Smith Act victims on trial, facing prosecution, 
or serving prison terms; (c) demanding executive clemency 
for Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, executed June 19, 1953, 
for Soviet espionage activity. Mass clemency demonstrations 
including picketing of the White House — swelled to world¬ 
wide proportions . 


As a result of the successful prosecution of 
Communist leaders, continued spotlighting of Communist 
deceit, and public antipathy toward Communism, there has 
been a vast extension of Communist underground operations. 
Activities are channeled mainly through front groups and_ 
Party meetings are restricted to an absolute minimum to 
avoid detection. In addition. Party members are being 
encouraged to infiltrate non-Communist groups in order 
to subtly advance Party objectives - - oft referred to as 
the "united front n tactic.(Zo) 


Always the Soviet Union was depicted as the 
champion of peace and this country as the instigator of war. 
Disorders in the Soviet Union and Soviet satellite nations 
were attributed to American "provocateurs. "OcC\ 



While the shooting war in Korea has come to 
a halt, American Communist leaders already have made it 
plain that no cease-fire can be expected from Communist 

propagandists within our shores.(lu 
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Organisational Apparatus 



The Communist party, USA, has always been a rela¬ 
tively small organisation insofar as actual membership is 
concerned. However, its influence and strength are felt 
throughout the entire United States and territorial posses¬ 
sions. William Z. poster, the National Chairman of the 
Communist Party, has stated in the past that "the actual 
strength of the Communist movement in the United States 
is not something that can be accurately stated in Just so 
many figures. It has to be measured largely by the general 
mass influence of the Party and its program. The Communist 
Party strength runs way beyond all formal measurements* ff 
Foster has also observed that "Communist Parties have the 

power of swift and solid growth when favorable situations 
exist." (Zl)

The Communist Party, USA, has been in existence 
more than thirty-three years and it has held fifteen 

National Conventions• According to the constitution of 
the Communist Party, USA, the highest authority of the 
Party is the National Convention which should be held every 
two years• The Fifteenth National Convention was the last 
convention held by the Communist Party, USA, in New York 
City on December 28 to 31, 1950. National officers of 
the Communist Party are elected at the National Conventions. 
There has been no change in the national officers of the 
Communist Party since December 1950 and, although more than 
two years have elapsed, there has been no definite date set 
for the holding of a National Convention. 

The highest authority of the Communist Party 
between National Conventions is the National Committee 
which, according to the Party constitution, has the sole 
and complete authority to make all decisions and take all 
actions necessary and incidental to the good and welfare /C' 
of the entire Party and to act upon all problems and £ 
developments occurring between conventions.

The following thirteen members of the National 
Committee were re-elected at the Fifteenth National 

Convention of the Communist Party, USA, held December 28 

to 31, 1950. However, it has not been able to function 

inasmuch as eight of these thirteen leaders have been in 

prison since 1951 following their conviction for conspiring 

to violate the Smith Act, and three have been in a fugitive 
status since 1951 .

Gus Hall has been sentenced to serve an additional three- 
year sentence on two counts of contempt which grew out of 
his failure to surrender himself on July 2, 1951, to start 
serving the five-year sentence imposed on him for violation 
of the Smith Act. Hall was in fugitive status from July 2, 
1951, until the time he was apprehended on October 10, 

1951. < 2 1) 


Green, Thompson and Winston have been in a fugitive 
status since July 2, 1951, when they failed to surrender 
themselves to begin serving their prison sentences for 
conspiring to violate the Smith Act.fio) 

William Z. Foster, National Chairman, was indicted 
on July 20, 1948, for conspiring to violate the Smith Act. 
However, due to a continuing heart ailment he has not been 
tried. The remaining member of the National Committee, 

Elisabeth Gurley Flynn, was sentenced on February 3 r 1953, 
to three years? imprisonment and fined $6,000 for conspiring 

to violate the Smith Act. She is free on bond pending appeal.(bt)

The Communist Party throughout the United States 
is divided into thirty districts. Only sis of these thirty 
districts maintain formal headquarters at the present time 
and the activities at these six headquarters are at a lout 
ebb. Every district organisation has district officers 9 
and, if a district covers more than one state 9 there are 
state officers responsible for Communist activities within 
the state. The Communist organisational apparatus is further 
divided into county, city, section and club organisations. 
Every member of the Party must be a member of a club which 
is the basic unit of the Party. Each organisational unit 
of the Party is subject to the discipline of the higher 
Party. Party activity in each of these thirty districts 
will be set out later herein. (&) 

Smith Act Prosecutions 


To date n in et y-Nur ee Communist Party leaders 
throughout the United States have been indicted for con¬ 
spiring to violate the Smith Act. Fifty-one of these 
Communist leaders have been convicted and fourteen are 
presently serving prison sentences. Trials are presently 
in progress in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, and Seattle, 
Washington. Trials of indicted communist leaders will be 
scheduled in the early fall in St. Louis, Missouri, and 
Detroit, Michigan, as indicated previously above, all of 
the members of the National Committee of the Communist Party, 
USA, have been indicted and twelve have been convicted under 
the Smith Act. Six of the members of the alteriiate National 
Committee have been indicted under the Smith Act and three 

have been convicted*(ftJ^ 



On November 22, 1950, the Attorney General filed 
before the Subversive Activities Control Board a petition

Membershi 



Each year the Communist Party, USA, carries out a 
complete reregistration of all its members. This registration 
ordinarily begins in November and is completed in about two 
months. During the past several years this reregistration 
has been accompanied by personal interviews and in some 
instances the members have been required to execute a lengthy 
questionnaire in order that the Party leaders may determine 
if the individual is loyal to the Party and should be re¬ 
registered. (ZO) 


The Communist Party leadership has become increas- 
ingly alarmed at the drop in Communist Party membership 
which has taken place during the past several years. The 
publication entitled "Party Voice, n Volume 1, No. 1, 
published in March 1953 by the New York State Communist 
Party, which represents approximately one-half of the 
Communist Party membership in the United States, contained 
the jollowing statement• "Special attention mu3t be given 
in the registration to reregistering thousands of members 
of the Party who have left the Party, in the main, because 
of fear, intimidation, etc . If we want to examine why these 
members are not in the Party today, we will find that 
fluctuation is one of the sharpest forms of criticism of 
sectarianism with the Party organization. A correct political 
approach will convince thousands of former members who be¬ 
longed to the Party in 9 4Q, 9 49 and 9 50 to return to the 
Party organization in this period." @kJ) 


The above publication also set forth the following 
analysis of Communist Party membership • For the first time 
in years, the Party has more women than men. The present 
Negro membership is at the lowest percentage since 1937. Only 
43% of the members have been in the Party less than ten years 
and 60% of the Party members are between the ages of 35 to 
45. There has been a serious loss in Puerto Bican members, 
with a drop in the last four years of 400%. The publication 
also stated that only several hundred new members were 
recruited in 1952 - at least 10% came through the work of 
one Party section in the distributive trades.fity 


In connection with recruiting of new members, the 
above publication carried the following statement: (u,) 






"Thus, a decisive phase of the struggle for strengthening 
our Party organisation in the fight against petty-bourgeois 
liquidationist tendencies was the fight against those ten¬ 
dencies that oppose recruiting . There are two ideological 
reasons for this opposition. One is the idea that recruit¬ 
ing is harmful to Party security (recruits might be stool- 
pigeons or police agents) - a confession of a bourgeois 
lack of confidence in and fear of the working masses • The 
second is the idea that it is impossible to recruit in a 
period of increasing and sharpening class struggle . This 
view is completely devoid of reality and it confesses 
hopelessness and defeatism, coupled with lack of connection 
with non-party workers, who daily prove their militancy 
and growing class consciousness. "(&>

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Security Measures and Underground Operations 

The Communist Party, USA, pleads that it is a bona fide 
political party. An analysis of the day-to-day activities

"Dear Comrade" wherein the following information is set 
forth* "The utmost Party vigilance is required today of 
every Party member. This must be every member 1 s guide of 
conduct: 1. Do not allow the FBI and similar enemy agents 
into your home. They have no legal right to enter with¬ 
out a warrant. 2. Do not talk with them anywhere, 

neither at home nor in the street, an auto or their 
office. Do not tell them anything, not even what time 
of day it is. 3. Immediately report to the Party any 
effort of the FBI or similar enemies to contact you or 
another individual. 4. This is party policy and any 

divergence from this policy by any comrade is a violation 
of Party discipline." (UJ) 

The Communist Party made a study of the Govern¬ 
ment's case presented at the Los Angeles Smith Act trial 
and prepared a legal-size document captioned "Experiences 
of the Los Angeles Trial Relating to Problems of Combattin 
Enemy Infiltration." A part of this document reads as 
foil ows :(lt) 




"Vigilance in exposing enemy agents is, first 
and foremost, the responsibility of the entire 
organization - every county, section, club and 
member — and cannot be relegated to any special 
committee. 

"Counties, divisions, sections and clubs must 
undertake the responsibility for their own members. 
Counties, divisions or sections should determine the 
specific form of apparatus necessary for investigation 
and taking action, after discussion has taken place • 
Tendencies to channelize all security problems to 
some committee only creates bottlenecks which 
hamper and slow down the whole process of struggle 
against infiltration. Reports of actions taken 
should be made at once to higher bodies. 

"Experience has shown that it is a necessity 
to pin down and follow thru within a definite time 
schedule all serious questions that are raised about 
any individuals. Speculation, conjecture and gossip 
serve only to complicate the problem; facts must be 
secured and every effort made to verify them. Rumors 
must be checked, and traced to their source.

"Careful and detailed study should be made of 
FBI visits to individuals for the purpose of in- 
timidating them into becoming informers • 

n Special attention is needed to equip shop 
and industrial workers and clubs with knowledge 
of how to fight against provocation - including 
how to expose informers in the shops, industries 
and unions 0 

fl Applicants for member ship, as well as those 
applying for re-admittance, ought to be interviewed, 
and an effort made to obtain all pertinent information 
about them • 

tT When the entire organization understands the 
significance of the struggle against infiltration 
and how to conduct it, the program of the FBI to 
weaken the Party and the progressive movement thru 
informers and provocateurs can be met and given 
serious setbacks

While the practice of extreme security measures 
is a requirement on the part of every individual member, 
only those especially selected because of their suitability 
become a part of the Communist Party underground • Many of 
the full-time Communist Party functionaries and leaders, 
who were operating as such in 1951 and who have not been 
arrested under the Smith Act, are now operating in the 
Communist Party underground • Many of these have rarely seen 
their families since that time • A few husband and wife 
teams are operating in the underground • They have assumed 
new identities, have taken up new residences and are operating 
under extreme security precautions • Many of these Party 
functionaries have moved from their former districts and 
are operating in new districts after assuming new identities, 
and many have radically changed their appearances to avoid 
detection • Other Party functionaries have remained within 
their districts . However, through the medium of constantly 
changing their appearances, their addresses, identities 
and their employment, they feel secure in carrying out 
their individual underground assignments • Every individual 
selected for top-underground-leadership positions must 
measure up to rigid requirements of loyalty to the Party > 
possess a mature Marxist-Leninist understanding and be . 
able to make independent decisions • Other individual ftM 1 
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Communists with long records of loyalty to the Party are 
used sporadically in the Communist under ground movement as 
couriers or individuals who make their automobiles or 
residences available for use by the underground apparatus. 
These residences and farms are used for special underground 
meetings or as hideouts for Party functionaries. (U) 

The underground organisation has been developed 
to a greater degree in those areas where Smith Act arrests 
and trials have taken place, •such as Los Angeles, San 
Francisco and Pittsburgh, than in other areas because 
the open Party leadership has been required to devote 
full attention to their defense and it has been necessary 
for a well-organised underground organisation to supervise 
the activities of the Party organisation in those areas to 
keep it from complete disruption. Full-time Communist Party 
leaders in large industrial areas have been taking extreme 
security precautions in anticipation of arrests under the 
Smith Act. fa) 

It has been reliably reported that William Z . 
Foster, national Chairman of the Communist Party, USA, 
has been accused by certain influential Communists of 
liquidation of the Party by virtue of Foster's placing 
almost the entire leadership of the Party in an underground 
status. Most members of the Communist Party recognise the 
need for the setting up of an underground apparatus in 
readiness for any action which might force the Communist 
Party completely underground, but certain of the Communist 
Party leaders deny the present necessity for the almost 
complete underground operation of the leadership of the 
Communist Party, USA*(jU^

Education and Propaganda Program 

Party officials have stated that one of the major 
problems facing the Communist Party today is the finding of 
a means to educate the Party members on political matters 
and the main issues of the day • To this end, plans have 
been made to have each issue of "Political Affairs, 19 the 
monthly theoretical organ of the CoTmunist Party, USA, 
contain a "Self-Education Outline" with questions and 
answers on important problems • It is hoped that this 
will provide an acceptable substitute for educational 
classes which the Party finds it difficult or impossible 
to conduct because of the necessity of practicing the 
strictest security measures*(CL) 

Educational activities, primarily on a theoretical 
level, continue to be carried on through the Communist Party 1 
two principal schools, the Jefferson School of Social Science 
in New York, and the California Labor School in San Francisco 
On April 22, 1953, the Attorney General of the United States 
filed a petition before the Subversive Activities Control 
Board seeking an order of that- Board requiring the Jefferson 
School to register as a "Communist-front organization" within 
the provisions of the Internal Security Act of 1950 , Hear¬ 
ings in this matter before the Subversive Activities Control 
Board have not as yet started • (&) 

The party's propaganda continues to be disseminated 
largely through the newspapers v Daily Worker n and "Daily 
People's World" and through the monthly publications 
"Political Affairs" and "Masses and Mainstream*" All of 
these publications carried on an incessant campaign against 
the Smith Act, the Internal Security Act of 1950, and the 
McCarran-Walter Act, and also continuously supported such 
Communist Party theses as: (a) peace in Korea, coupled with 
accusations that the United States is the aggressor there y 
and with demands for a conference among the United States, 
Russia, Great Britain, and France; (b) clemency for Julius 
and Ethel Rosenberg who were executed on June 19, 1953, 
after conviction for espionage; and (c) the more recent 
urging that Communist China be admitted to the United 
Nations • 

The New York State Communist Party has initiated 
a new publication entitled "Party Voice," the first issue(lZ) 




of which was published in March 1953 • This publication 
deals with both ideological and practical considerations 
concerning the Party as a whole and seems to be intended 
for circulation throughout'the entire country • fit)

Referring to the deceased Soviet leader as n our 
Stalin," Kent said that Stalin belongs not to the Russian 
people alone but to the entire world. Straus accused 
American newspaper writers and radio commentators of 
misleading the people regarding the Soviet Union and urged 
those present to call upon President Eisenhower to end the 
Korean war and restore peace. Kahn alluded to charges of 
Soviet anti-Semitism as n cold war" propaganda stating 
that under Stalin the Soviet people have attained freedom 
and unprecedented equality. DuBois urged the American 
people not to succumb to such propaganda. Lawson depicted 
Stalin as a great humanist. Robeson spoke of meeting 
Stalin on the occasion of the graduation of Paul Robeson, 
Jr., from a Noscow school. Describing Stalin as a "nice, 
unassuming man" Robeson declared that Stalin and the 
Soviet Union are inspirations to colonial peoples striving 
for freedom. Smith urged American leaders to "grasp the 
hand of Malenkov stretched out in the quest for peace." 
During the meeting messages were received from Dr. John a. 
Kingsbury, NCASF national chairman, Corliss Lamont, long 
identified with the Communist movement, and from the Soviet 
delegation to the United Nations.(j/u) 

The April issue of the Communist monthly magazine 
"Political Affairs n was dedicated to Stalin. A full 
portrait of him appeared on the front page of this 
special ninety-six page edition. William Z» Foster, 
National Chairman of the Communist Party, USA, declared 
therein,"We must let the people know — the workers 9 the 
Negro people, the democratic forces generally — the 
reality of the great power of the U.S»S%R» and the dread¬ 
ful futility of attacking it. We must make them under¬ 
stand that such an assault against that country, which 
the Wall-Street monopolists are now organizing, could 
have only one general result — overwhelming military 
defeat for the United States and measureless tragedy for 
its people 




Communist Peace Offensive 



Communists throughout the United States continued 
to stress the "fight for peace" as their foremost task, 
and unrelentingly attempted to spread in palatable form 
the false illusion that the Soviet Union represents the 
"camp of peace" whereas the United States heads a "pro-war 
and pro-fascist camp of imperialism. n In this connection, 
an educational outline issued by the Communist Party, USA, 
in May 1953 stated^Zif) 
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(2) Agitate for full development of east-west 
trade, outlawing use of the atom bomb and germ 
weapons, a steady reduction of armaments, and 

a united, demilitarised and democratic Germany. 

(3) In furtherance of the above, n communists 
have the independent task to tirelessly expose 
the war plans of the Eisenhower administration, 
to popularise and explain the peaceful nature 
of the proposals of the Soviet Union, and to 
defend and strengthen the Communist Party as 
the leading fighter for peace and democracy 


Emphasising the same theme, William Z . Foster 
recently -declared that n the U.S*S.R* is standing forth 
more clearly than ever as the great world champion of 
peace and democracy, and all the power of the world 
capitalist propaganda machine will not be able to obscure 
this basic fact." Pointing out that the Communist Party, 

USA, "situated as it is in the heartland of American 
imperialism" has grave responsibilities, Foster called 
upon the membership and all progressives to hold conferences 
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on a national and local basis for the purpose of: (a) ex¬ 
posing the "peace demagogy n of President Eisenhower, 

Secretary of State Dulles and others; (b) making the 
masses understand that n Wall Street" wants war and is 
organised for war, and that the Eisenhower administration 
is orientating entirely on this basis; (c) dispelling 
the prevalent fear that an end to the Korean War and 
the armaments race necessarily means mass unemployment 
(a situation which Communists underneath it all are 
most anxious to see in furtherance of their Marxist- 
Leninist aims)* (it?) 

poster also made some interesting comments regard¬ 
ing the slogan "Yankee Go Home," declaring in this connection 
that "the universality of the slogan *s application is to be 
explained because it hits the bull's eye of what is the 
matter with the world - American imperialist aggression - 
and it also prescribes the needed basic remedy, namely, 
that the United States invaders **• should go back home 
where they belong*" Said Foster, "The wide extension 
of the 'Yankee Go Home' agitation is a clear warning to 
Wall Street imperialists that their program of world 
conquest is foredoomed to failure* *. Let those elements 
beware who dare to violate the democratic will of the 
world's masses now being expressed by the historically 
significant slogan t Yankee Go Home*'" 

A delegation of "peace partisans" visited United 
Nations headquarters in New York City on March 5 led by 
Thomas Richardson and Reverend Willard Uphaus, codirectors 
of the American Peace Crusade (APC)* Among those who 
participated were Halois Moorehead Robinson, Executive 
Secretary of the American Women for Peace; Mary Russak, 
Secretary of the Communist-dominated New York Labor 
Conference for Peace; and actress Karen Morley who 
presented an APC appeal addressed to the United Nations 
calling for an immediate cease-fire in Korea with the 
prisoner-of-war question to be resolved later* Robinson 
and Morley have been reliably reported to be Communist 
Party members in the past* Uphaus attended the communist- 
dominated Second World Peace Congress in Warsaw, Poland, 
November 1950 and visited the Soviet Union later the same 
month as a member of an American peace delegation* Russak 
allegedly attended an American Intercontinental Peace 
Conference at Montevideo, Uruguay, in March 1952* (ZL) 
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An estimated 5,000 persons attended a May Bay 
"peace" demonstration on May first in Union Square, New York 
City, held under auspices of the United May Bay Committee. 
Among those reported to have addressed the crowd were 
Elisabeth Gurley Flynn, member of the National Committee 
of the Communist Party, USA; William L. Patterson, National 
Executive Secretary of the Civil Rights Congress (CRC) and 
former member of the National Committee of the Communist 
Party; Paul Robeson, the Negro singer; Albert E • Kahn, 
afore-mentioned national official of the International 
Workers Order (IWO); Howard Fast, novelist and reliably 
reported Communist Party member in the past; and Leon 
Straus, Chairman of the United May Bay Committee. Louis 
Weinstock, a former member of the Communist Party National 
Committee, was on the rostrum • Behind the speakers was 
a huge poster depicting president Eisenhower and Soviet 
Premier Malenkov shaking hands. Other placards urged an 
immediate cease-fire in Korea—clemency for Julius and 
Ethel Rosenberg, executed June 19, 1953, for Soviet 
espionage activity—freedom for Communist leaders on 

trial or serving prison terms—and "HANBS OFF GUATEMALAl " 
Plans for the traditional May Bay Parade were abandoned 
because police permission for a parade route could not be 
secured. On April 22, 1953, the Attorney General filed 
petitions with the Subversive Activities Control Board 
requesting that the United May Bay Committee, the IWO, 

CRC, and the Veterans of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade 
(mentioned hereinafter) be ordered to register as 
Communist front organisations pursuant to the Internal 

Security Act of 1950. (**) 

The American Peace Crusade sponsored a "Lobby for 
Peace n in Washington, B. C • on June 25, 1953, attended by 
*peace partisans" from various parts of the nation. flits) 

Emanuel Blum, head of the Indiana Communist Party, 
was reliably reported to have said recently regarding 
acceptance of a truce in Korea, "we should at once start 
a campaign to bring the boys home, as was done in World 
War II, but we should get the help of other organisations, 
churches, to start this and, of course, we take it jrom 
there, but we must act very carefully so as not to let it 
from the start be known as a communist-led pro gram 9 " (Xs) 
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Miscellaneous 

Commenting on the Soviet Ur,ion*3 recent severance 
of diplomatic relations with Israel, the east coast communist 
newspaper "Daily Worker" stated editorially on February 18, 
1953, "All sorts of wild fantasies are ascribed to the 
break except the real reason-that the Ben Gurion govern¬ 
ment of Israel has sold itself hand and foot to Washington 1 s 
anti-Soviet war plotters and has become a center of violence 
against the socialist countries, especially the Soviet 
Union*" (Diplomatic relations were resumed July 20, 1953,) (ZL.) 

Pro-Communists groups established a protest 
picket line outside the Hotel Waldorf Astoria in Hew York 
City on April 7, 1953, where Tfest German Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer had been staying while visiting Hew York* Accord¬ 
ing to a reliable source, all Communist Party members in 
the Hew York area were instructed to participate in this 
demonstration* (&> 
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Discussing the international situation 9 William, 

Z. Foster declared on May 4 9 1953: ft Should the Wall Street- 
Washington warmongers succeed in forcing the world into a 
great war 9 as they are now striving to do 9 they will learn 
to their consternation that the European countries 9 which 
at fabulous cost they think they have bought 9 will not be 
worth a nickel apiece to them as fighting allies • This 
is no less true of Yugoslavia 9 which the American capitalists 9 
with their traitor Tito 9 think they have 'in the bag,' 

Wall Street's money is altogether incapable of corrupting 
the revolutionary forces of the world." (&f) 

Commenting on the May 11 appeal of British Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill for the early convening of a 

special top-level conference with the Soviet Union to ease 
world tension 9 Foster said»(fc\ 

"What has caused Churchill thus to draw in his 
war hornsp There are a number of basic reasons for 
this—including the conflict of world interests 
between the British and American world empires 9 the 
deepening crisis of the British economy and the 
accelerated breakup of the British Empire under 
the sharp stress of the American war drive 9 and 
the rising antiwar spirit among the British people. 


"But there is also another important reason 
that cannot be ignored. This was the breaking 9 by 
the Soviet Union 9 of the atom bomb monopoly of the 
United States. Churchill's war fever began notice¬ 
ably to abate after the detonation of the first 
Soviet atom bomb in September 9 1949."

(6) distinguishing between Communist-charged anti- 
Semitism in the Rosenberg case and the widespread arrest 
of ft Jewish bourgeois nationalists " and ", Zionists" in the 
Soviet Union and Soviet satellite nations; (7) denouncing 
rearmament of western Germany, Japan and the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation, the Washington-Bonn Agree¬

Several Communist-sponsored gatherings abroad 
received promotion in this country, including the Continental 
Congress to Defend Culture in the Americas held last April 
in Santiago, Chile; the June session of the World Peace 
Council held in Budaprest, Hungary; the World Congress of 
Women which took place in June at Copenhagen, Denmark, 
under auspices of the Women's International Democratic 
Federation; and the Fourth World Festival of Youth and 
Students for Peace and Friendship, scheduled to take

The Communist Party is presently engaged in an 
all-out drive to infiltrate Negro organizations • Noted 
among these are the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP) and Negro Churches, the latter of 
which Communist leaders consider to he the strongest Negro 
n pressure n groups in the country • Negro Communists, therefore, 
have been .ordered to activate themselves in church affairs and 
although some reluctance is noted on the part of Communists 
generally toward Joining churches, these individuals are being 
reassured that although it is against their principles, 

Communists operate wherever people congregate — even churches • 
Efforts are being made to recruit individuals on a selective 
basis for membership in the NAACP • Preferred attention is 
being given recruits who will advance the Communist Party*s 

aims within this organization *^^) 

As in the past, the Communist Party continues to 
devote considerable effort to recruiting Negro members into the 
Party; however, these efforts have not resulted in any noteworthy 
success* The basic program of the Party in this field is 
reflected in its policy of full equality for Negroes and 
advocacy of their right to "self-determination," that is the 
right to become a separate independent entity* CtL> 

A representative number of Negroes have been placed 
in positions of authority in the Party and it has been vociferous 
in its promotion of Negroes for public office • Nevertheless 
the Party has been plagued by manifestations of white 
chauvinism within its own organization and is extremely 
interested in eradicating this stigma from its ranks* Numerous 
articles and directives as well as verbal remonstrances have 
been issued by the Party to correct this situation •^ 6 )

The National Negro Commission, Communist Party, VS A, 
recently announced itd,* first issue of n Negro Affairs Quarterly" 
which discusses major questions concerning the Negro liberation . 
movement and the fight against white supremacy• Ou.) 

In keeping with the national policy of the Communist 
Party to operate mainly through front groups, many of the Negro 
activities are carried out through the Communist-dominated 
National Negro Labor Council which in June 1953 reportedly 

had nearly 1,200 paid-up members* (Zt) 








Citing rising mass militancy and increasing victories 
by Negroes in their struggle for Negro representation in 
elections and the right to vote and a greater Negro-labor 
alliance, the New Tori r State Committee of the Communist Party 
early in February 1953 called upon its entire organisation 
to participate in Negro History Week activities for 1953 • 

The committee said that aims for Negro History Week, celebrated 
annually during the month of February, should be directed 
toward increased understanding of the Negro question among 
Communists and other progressives and to developing the broadest 
united front activity in right-led organisations, working- 
class communities, unions and shops • 

To accomplish these aims the committee advocated full 
use of Communist Party literature and attendance at significant 
lectures and forums in order to influence recognition of the main 
mass issues of Negro History Week, that is* peace efforts* fair 
employment practices in Job opportunities * struggle for civil 
rights and Negro representation • (sec,) 

Further apparent attempts to gain influence and 
support among the Negro populace is evidenced in a pamphlet 
issued by the Southern Regional Committee of the Communist Party, 
USA* entitled "Southern People’s Program for Democracy, 
Prosperity and.Peace" which is designed to raise the status 
of the Negro throughout the South • This pamphlet purportedly 
contains the new program of the Communist Party in the South 
and during the period of this summary was mailed to Communist 
Party members as well as* unsolicited, to numerous editors, 
educators and union officials • (zd)

Youth League has served as the principal youth organisation

Communist activities in the New York area 
principally centered around • (a) stirring up demands for 
an immediate cease-fire in Korea; (b) promoting a five- 
power peace pact including Communist China; (c) urging 
resumption of trade with Iron Curtain countries; (d) 

pointing out that peaceful coexistence with the Soviet 
Union is possible; (e) circulating the Communist charge 
that Americans have utilised bacteriological warfare in 
Korea; (f) denouncing all forms of military service; 

(g) demanding a meeting between President Eisenhower and 
Soviet Premier Malenkov to ease world tension; (h) 
advocating a big-four conference including the United 
States, the Soviet Union, great Britain, and France; 

(i) advancing the over-all foreign policy objectives 
outlined previously in this summary.(CO) 
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so-called Smith Act victims on trial, facing prosecution, 
or serving prison terms; (4) condemned the April 23, 1953, 
decision of the New York State Court of Appeals upholding 
a petition of New York State insurance authorities to

In the Spring of 1953 the New York State Communist 
Party launched a new publication entitled "party Voice n to 
serve the membership and leaders as a medium for the 
expression of opinion and interchange of experiences. 

In addition, it circulated a "Study and Discussion 
Guide on the 19th Congress of the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union" held in Noscow, October 1952. 

Central theme of the annual May Day demonstration 
held in New York City was "peace." No parade was held this 
year as New York police authorities refused to issue the 
necessary permit. 


Communist activities in New York State mainly 
were channelled through the Communist-inspired American 
Peace Crusade and its affiliates, the Civil Rights Congress, 
the American Committee for Protection of Foreign Born, 

Labor Youth League, and other groups cited as Communist 
organizations by the Attorney General; left-wing unions 
ousted from the CI(f because of Communist domination• 
the Communist-dominated National Negro Labor Council; 
and such Communist-influenced groups as the American 
Labor Party, National Council of the Arts, Sciences and 
Professions, and the National Committee to Secure Justice 
in the Rosenberg Case. Indications are this last-named- 
committee will be dissolved in September 1953 and replaced 
by a new group to agitate for release of Morton Sobell, 
the Rosenbergs 1 accomplice, now serving a thirty-year 
prison sentence at Alcatraz for Soviet espionage activity.(to) 

Special efforts were made to recruit Negroes and 
industrial workers into the Communist Party and to infiltrate 
non-Communist organizations in order to subtly advance Party

Iri May 1953 the communist Party of th 


district issued a "Party Affa 


Bull 


which 









announced a two-month campaign for the building and 
strengthening of the Party organisation in Eastern 
Pennsylvania and Delaware. This campaign had the 
following objectives: (1) every member of the Party a 
member of a Party club; (2) every club a functioning 
club; (3) every member paid up in dues through June; 

(4) every member a builder of the sustaining fund. 

There was no activity in the Communist Party 
bank account for this district during the period 
November 1951 until May 26, 1953, at which time a 
deposit of $78.25 was made. The new balance established 
was $100.87. In April 1953 Robert Klonsky, Organisational 
Secretary, stated that the district was operating "in the 
red" and that the district owed money for literature. 

The Communist party of this district has urged 
an immediate cease-fire in Korea and trade with the USSR.

As of 
June 14, 1953, this district of the Communist Party had 
secured 386 subscribers to the Pennsylvania edition of 
"The Worker" out of a quota of 600, and 140 subscribers 
to the "Daily Worker" out of a quota of 200.

The west coast Communist newspaper "Daily People 1 
World" estimated its financial needs for the year 1953 as 
totaling $150^,000. The newspaper was in debt by more than

solicit $25,000 in short-term loans to enable operations to 
continue until the institution of the newspaper r s annual 
fund drive on June 1, 1953. The main points urged in this 
newspaper and in other publicati ons disseminated by the 
party continue to be support for the "peace" campaign 
and urging repeal of the Smith Act, Internal Security Act 
of 1950, and other so-called "repressive" legislation.

It was reliably reported in May 1953 that the 
Communist Party was interested in doing research in fa,) 
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connection with the Indian problem in the southwestern 
section of the United States.
